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FARM LABOR UNION 
GROWS IN COUNTY 


Aa the W ise County Farm Labor 
Union has been invited by the Wise 
County Messenger to offer the public 
news pertaining to the principles of 
the Farm Labor Union of America, 
I wish to thank the editors for the 
privilege, as I recognize the fact that 
our newspapers are the greatest lone 
factors and methods by which we 
may broadcast light. 
The newspaper 
is the window thru which light of 
intelligence is flashed to the people 
of our nation. 
First, I wish to call attention to 
the second clause of the preamble of 
our constitution which reads: 
“Not 
to interfere with any business or pro­ 
fession other than those engaged in 
gambling and speculating in farm 
products;” 
also third clause which 
reads: “That we may better enable 
ourselves to be progressive and ad­ 
vance the common warfare of rural 
life, socially, morally, intellectually 
and financially.” Fifth clause: “Our 
sympathies are not confined to any 
one section or class, but tho down­ 
trodden of all laboring classes of 
America.” 
In article two, section one, you will 
find that "we are friendly with all 
laboring unions, industrial and com­ 
mercial enterprises and those political 
bodies that are friendly with us. who 
do not use th e ir power or influence 
to retard the progress of the Farm 
Labor Union of America." 
In section two, article two, you will 
find that "w e solicit the aid of all 
business 
institutions, 
organizations 
and unions th a t we may obtain and 
retain a fair price for our products.” 
In article four, section one, you 
-will find that "we do not endorse tho 
burning of property, nor doing bodily 
harm to any person.” 
In article six, section one, you will 
find that "a person, to be eligible to 
become a member of the Farm Labor 
Union Of America, must be at least 
eighteen years of age, be an actual 
dirt farmer or farm laborer, a pro­ 
ducer of farm products and resides 
on 
the 
farm. 
Farmers 
or 
farm 
laborers who live in villages or towns 
whose only interest is farming are 
also eligible to membership.” 
I now ask the question; 
Who in 
the world, with a clear mind and 
willing to grant to the other fellow 
the same rights they take, objects to 
the above. 
Now, some may sax ii 
you people accomplish the marketing 
of your products I will lose my job. 
That is alright with us as we consider 
you a good fellow but in the wrong 
business. 
W • do not see ail} reason 
for en eii bourn- selling in this county 
, r ti ll e <• lits pl r pound 
a producer 
pDjintir.: . cultic alin- and gathering a 
crop 0!' teans and hauling them to 
town aud re. < i\ing three cents P* i 
pound 
and those same beans, not 
mort than twenty-four hours later, 
telling for fifteen lin ts per pound it) 
the consumers at Wichita tails, not 
more than ninety miles away. 
We 
know the difference is too great be­ 
tween tie 
producer and consumer, 
not just on beans but all p r o d u c t s 
we h a t e to sell. 
We do not propose to cure ant ills 
of the farm over night, nor all of 
them in one year, but we Ii a' • cured 
a part of them already, and anyone 
in the inside of the Farm Labor 
Union of America knows this to h* 
true. 
W'e know we have obtained a 
better price for our stuff. 
You h a \ e been told that some men 
of the union shipped some s t u n last 
year and had riot gotten t h e i r money 
vet. 
I wish to state that I k n o w this 
is u n t r u e , for no member has ever 
lost a penny on products shipped bv 
our a g e n t s by shipping, or by getting 
a lower price than h e could have sold 
for at home. 
I have heard some say 
no agent can bandle my stuff. 
I can 
not pee why any farmer can take such 
a stand, for reason will teach that 
cotton or any other products sold i n 


pool lots can be hold at better prices 
than one bale at a time or by th* 
load of wheat, corn, melons or any 
other products. 
One thing sure when 
a member of the Farm Labor Union 
of America instructs the agent to sell 
so-and-so for him, you can bet your 
life that Mr. Agent is under a gilt 
edge bond; 
that be has & straight 
road in front and a prison behind 
him and on both sides. 
We believe the time is near when 
the scream of the whistle calling nine 
m illion little innocent children into 
the mills, mines, cotton fields and 
factories to have their efforts and 
tender bodies spoiled will cease and 
instead the toll of the school bell will 
ring clear in their ears, and then will 
the working people have an oppor­ 
tunity to develop into a higher and 
grander and nobler civilization. 
I would like to assist any school 
district wishing to organize a union. 
Write me and I will* assure you or' 
help.

The original name of Decatur was 
Taylorville, given it by its founder, 
Colonel A. Bishop in honor of General 
Zachary Taylor. 
This name was re­ 
tained until January 7th, 1858, wTien 
Mr. Bishop, while a member of the 
Texas legislature, secured the adop­ 
tion of a resolution which changed 
the name from Taylorville to Decatur 
in honor of Commodore Stephen A. 
Decatur, an American admiral in the 
revolutionary war, and suggested by 
Mrs. Bishop, wife or the county’s 
most prominent citizen. 
The location of Taylorville, which 
afterward w'as named Decatur, came 
after a most stubborn and hot contest 
there being not less than six com­ 
munities in the county zealously and 
vigorously making bids for the loca­ 
tion. 
The strongest opposition found 
by Colonel Bishop and his followers, 
who championed the present location, 
came from Deep Creek and Halsell 
Valley neighborhoods, whose people 
clamored for the valley about one 
mile south of the site that was finally 
selected. 
The leaders for the Halsell 
Valley forces were Sam Woody and 
Ben Crews, the last-named gentleman 
having agreed to donate sufficient 
land on which to locate the town. 
The contest for the honor became a 
fight between the north and south 
parts of the county and the fight 
waxed warm until the last vote was 
counted. 
When 
the 
results 
-were 
declared it was found m a t the Bishop 
party had been defeated, and there 
was much rejoicing in the ranks of 
the Woody-Crews following. 
The big 
fight was not over with the counting 
of tin* ballots and the declaration of 
the results of this election, for in a 
few days charges of irregularities 
were filed by the Bishop contingent 
and the boxes were opened, and with­ 
out much ado on the part of election 
judges the votes of the Woody-Crews 
party were thrown out and Bishop’s 
selection was given the location, 
j
